body. If we'd had a competent 
economic board then, to make our 
neighbors definitely like us com- 
mercially, 
commercial friends permanently. 
We didn't have one, though. Con- 
sequently, as soon as the conflict 
was over, they flopped economical- 


| ly back to Europe in short order. 


This time it'll be up to our 
board to make hay while the war- 
time sun shines and then to keep 


'on making the same hay in the 


same hayfield afterward. And it’s 
got to be the kind of hay that’s 
mutually profitable to us and our 
western hemispherical neighbors.

To be sure, war, navy, commerce 
and treasury secretaries and Act- 
ing Attorney General Biddle aren’t 
Latin-American experts, but Hen- 
ry Wallace is.

Often the Rule of Mothers With Babes 


By GARRY CLEVELAND MYERS, Ph.D. 


@ About the hardest thing I know 
is. to prevail upon a “bright” 
mother to let the child eat. She 
wants to do the eating for him. 
Until he is old enough to feed 
himself solid or semi-solid foods 
—the average child is able at 
twelve months —she will force 
food on him no matter whether 
he wants it or not. 

Then when the child is 2, 8, 4 or 
even 7 or 8, she will go on forcing 
food on him. And what an orgy 
of emotions she and the defence- 
less child will experience! 

The college graduate and those 
who read books and articles on 
essential vitamins, what foods 
the baby should have and how 
much of it, may be the worst. To 
add to her trouble, her pediatri- 
cian who knows his onions, spin- 
ach and carrots may employ poor 
psychology and keep nagging at 
the distracted mother to get the 
food into the child so he will gain. 
As a result,the mother may, with 
increasing jitters and decreasing 
skill, cause the annoyed little tyke 
to eat less and less. 


Think of Baby’s Future Appetite 


I’ve given up a lot of these 
“brainy” but bewildered young 
mothers as hopeless in relation to 
feeding problems. They refuse to 
reason. They can think only in 
terms of how much food the child 
eats right now and how much he 
weighs at this very minute. They 
can’t think in terms of the child’s 
appetite a month hence or his 
weight then, They resolve to put

Give Small Portions 


While I had little faith that my 
advice would be followed, I wrote 
this mother she should feed that 
child no longer. “Place a very 
small portion, a quarter of a tea- 
spoonful, say, of a desirable food 
on a plate with a spoon beside the 
plate on a low table or chair. 
Nothing more, always just one 
food at a time. Call it to his ate 
tention with your hand, your lips 
sealed. If he does not choose to 
eat it after four minutes, remove 
the food with your hands, your 
lips still sealed, and end the meal, 
Only water until the next regular 
feeding time. If, however, he eats 
this food, give him in like manner 
a small portion of another single 
essential food. Proceed in this 
fashion so long as he chooses to 
eat. Let him always choose—be- 
tween what you offer him or noth- 
ing. If he develops nausea or re- 
fuses food for two days or so, call 
your doctor.”

It was a dark time for the 
Christians, and John, the only dis- 
ciple who had known Christ per- 
sonally now left at the close of the 
first century, had been condemned 
to work in the “mines of Patmos,” 
which are thought to have been 
marble quarries, as no mines were 
known on this island in the 
Aegean sea. 

It was the Lord’s Day, and John 
was, as he says, “in the Spirit," 
when he heard a great voice, like 


love of simplicity and purity. 


Church at Smyrna Poor 

The church at Smyrna was very 
poor—probably the members had 
been fined so that all their money 
and property had been taken away 
—reminding us of the present po- 
sition of the Jews in the countries 
controlled by Germany. They were 
to fear none of the terrible things 
that were to befall them, but were 
to “be faithful unto death, and I 
will give thee the crown of life.” 

The church in Pergamos was 
praised for holding fast the name 
of Christ even ‘where Satan's 
seat is,” but among them were 
men of pagan tendencies They 
were told to repent.
